CROWN LANDS COMMITTEE. 

When the present Session of Parliament 
commenced its sittings, we were pleased to 
see wtiul we thought promised well, botli as 
tognrds the activity unci enorgy and power to 
endure hard work displayed by individual 
members, aud also as regards the probability 
of a thorough and searching investigation 
iuto all abuses whioh exist or may be sup- 
posed to exiit in uuy of the public depart- 
ments. Committees were appointed to in- 
quire into many things, we had almost oaid 
everything, but there are, we believe, a few 
exceptions, and we believed Hint wo had ad- 
vanced a step in the right direction. Electors 
began to say, we aro now really represented ; 
we havo got rid of the obstructives ; wo have 
a model House of Assembly ; see what work 
they are cutting out and preparing for the 
whole session. Matters "-Inch really de- 
manded attention were tu bo brought before 
select Committees, public affairs, in a word, 
were to be set in order. We nre at present 
at an early stage in the Session, and it is, 
perhaps, too early to look for results, but we 
should be glad to see honorable members 
settling down to the serious business of Com- 
mittees n little more steadiiy. Perhaps the 
most important Committee that has been ap- 
pointed this Session is the Crown Lauds 
Committee. Great expectations were iurnied 
as to tho revelations that would bo made 
before this august tribunal. The idea that 
was generally formed as to its powers was 
probably rather vague and illusory, but tho 
impression was strong that tho Committee 
hud at all events tho power to conduct an in- 
vestigation, and the fact that it had been ap- 
pointed by a considerable majority of the 
House, was taken to evidence a desire that the 
matters of which such a Committee can take 
cognizance should be investigated, but by de- 
grees popular faith is being shaken. It was ac- 
knowledged on all sides that the Committee 
had grave and heavy work bofore them, and 
the question is now, and not without reason, 
being asked, are they going to do that work? 
"We must confess that, so far as present ap- 
pearan«es go, we aro only in a position to 
echo that question. The Committee applied 
to the House for power to send for persons, 
4c, and that powor was granted, and the 
ntxt difficulty was the want »f a messenger, 
this want has been supplied, and wo felt 
certain that tho business of tbo Committee 
ivts about to begin, but wo are reluc- 
tantly compelled to acknowledge that we 
ure disappointed. Whether any business be- 
yond preliminary deliberations has been en- 
tered upon wo cannot state for thero seems 
to be a mysterious shade of secrecy hovering 
over tho Committee room, the public con- 
trary to their expectation arc not being en- 
lightened in any way as to what transpires 
at its sittings. We do not tor one moment 
suppose that sitting with closed doors is seri- 
ously contemplated by the Committeo ; there 
is wide difference between a secret and a select 
committee and a very great part of the utility 
of the enquiry would bo lost it it were car- 
ried on secretly. No good end eould be 
attained by such a course. The Crown 
Lands Committee if they perform their duty 
are likely to havo matters beforo them affect- 
ing persons and personalities, tvs well as acts, 
deeds, and lands, aud it is only fair to all 
parties as well to those whoie dealings may 
be called in question, bs to the public that the 
enquiry should be carried on with the same 
publicity as an investigation in any court 
of law, and from the ostimate we havo form- 
ed of our representatives generally we can- 
not but suppose Hint in this as in all other 
similar cases they will carefully abstain from 
infringing upon those privileges, which from 
having been so long granted to tho public 
and as their representatives, to the members 
the press in England have come to be locked 
upon as rights. So far as we know, the busi- 
ness of the Committee has not yet commenc- 
ed, but when it does begiu we trust that it 
will bo carried on with the utmost publicity. 
It has heeu said by some that such inquiries 
will tend to shake public faith in the security 
of land titles in the colony, and that with 
the present state ol feeling it is desirable to 
guard against fresh cause ot unquiet. But 
wo are quite sure that such reasoning wi II 
not weigh with the Crown Lauds Commit- 
tee. Surely tho public mind would be as 
much unsettled by any attempt at secret in- 
vestigation as by slopping inquiry altogether, 
but from a fair and open discussion, none but 
thoso who ought to suller have any thing to 
fear, and what right has uny one to assume 
that there are any in such a case in the 
colony.

Mr. Copland was opposed to two gentle- 
men being named without a Committee being 
lirot appointed to ascertain whether the gen- 
tlemen named would act for certain, as the 
Council might probably, upon their last sil- 
ting, stultily themselved by appointing gen- 
tlemen who would not act.

CORRK3PONKENCB WITH THE DUKE -OF NEW- 
CASTLE. 

Mr. Hicks introduced tho following rt'otiou ; 
That whereas, numerous correspondence lias 
passed between the Coun.iil and His Excel- 
lency Sir James Douglas. And whereas the 
cortcspondencj in many cases reflected upon 
Ihe olhetals for encroachments on public 
reserves, alteration ol maps, closing of public 
streets, and squares. And whereas, on ref- 
erence to the correspondence between His 
Excellency Sir James Douglas and His 
draco tho Duke of Newcastle, it is cl ariy 
manifest that tho greatest zeal on behalf of 
His Excellency and the officials under bun 
for the preservation or the public lands was 
exhibited. This Council fully oouours in the 
course adopted by His Excellency and the 
officials under him, this Council feel con- 
vinced they are not iu the slightest degree 
responsible for lli-' wrong which has been 
inflicted on ihe public by tho alteration of 
maps, curtailing public streets- and reserves. 
Mr. Searby scoonded the resolution. 
Mr. Bioki explained tho object of his 
resolution. Since perusing the correspond- 
ence between His Excellency and His Urace 
fhe Duko of Newcastle, he considered that 
the Governor and the officials had in many 
cases been unjustly censured, and as the 
Council were about to rotire it was only a 
just tribute to pay to those in authority. 

Captain Reid said he had nol de 
proper attention to tho motion or th 
respondence, but he explained how Governor 
Douglas, wbilo a servant of the Hudson Bay 
Company, from 1S53 to 1800 bad sold all the 
lands in tho city without uny reservation, and 
had dune all he eould for tho interests of the 
Company, and since assuming the office ol 
Governor, ho had gone against them aud done 
all he could for the people. 

The Mayor observed that Captain Kent 
could not have paid tho Governor a higher 
compliment, he had shown him to bo a lalttl- 
ful servant to his employer!. 

After a few remarks from various Goun- 
cellors, the mailer was allowed to stand over 
until next meeliug.
